REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest (taken in combination with the other claimed features) a 
contact angle is equal to or less than 100 degrees when the contact angle is defined as 
(1 80 - ALPHA) degrees, where ALPHA represents an apex angle of a droplet of an 
electrolytic solution for the electric double-layer capacitor, and when the droplet lies on 
the electrode sheet (claims 1 , 3-4); and a method of manufacturing an electrode sheet 
for an electric double layer capacitor wherein one of a period of time and strength of 
kneading at the step (a) is adjusted so that a contact angle can be equal to or less than 
100 degrees when the contact angle is defined as (180 - ALPHA) degrees, where 
ALPHA represents an apex angle of a droplet of an electrolytic solution for the electric 
double layer capacitor, and when the droplet lies on the electrode sheet (claim 3). 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

6,195,251 - teaches the use of an electrode comprising activated carbon, filler, 
and a copolymer binder. 

5,949,637 - teaches the use of an electrode comprising activated carbon, filler, 
and a copolymer binder. The electrode material is kneaded for 10 minutes. 
5,786,981 - discloses a basic cell for an electric double layer capacitor.
